of the blood stream which irritates the delicate inner walls of the arteries, 
which first become thickened and then infiltrated with calcium salts. When 
the latter process is extensive, the arteries in the lower limbs will show up 
under the x-ray and look very much like pipe stems or 
very thin bones. When the arteries have become quite 
thickened and hardened, they may become tortuous 
and look like winding cow-paths.
